Russian Prepare! for Olympic Game*. 


Barrett of Cornell Doped to Enter 


Naval Academy. 


[BX ASSOCIATED ritKSB.>. 


New York, March 11.—In the midst 


of war Russia has not forgotten 
ath- 
letics and the possibility 
ol 
future 


Olympic games. By order of that de* 
partment ol the government which is 
planning for the athletic upbuilding of 
the younger generation of RuBBiane, 
there arrived in this city recently Han- 
nes P. Anderson. His card bears the 
inscription: 
x 
"Russian trainer in light athletics 


and chief administrator in physical 
culture at His Imperial Highness, the 
Czar of Russia, schools for officers." 


Anderson, who is a Swede and as a 
member of the Swedish team 
com- 


peted in the Olympic games at Stock- 
,holm in 1912, bears a formidable pack- 
age of passports, recommendations and 
other official documents, all stamped 
with Russian and Imperial seals. He 
explained that owing to the war his 
field of labors in Russia has been seri- 
.ously curtailed. In view of these cir- 
.cumstances the government decided 
that the time was opportune for a care- 
ful study of the American athletic sys- 
tem, which'the Russians concede 'to 
be the best in the world. 


The Swedish trainer has been given 


a roving commission together with a 
.large expense fund and will investi- 
gate American athletics 
in all 
its 
phases during the 
coming 
summer. 
The system used in holding games, 
developing athletes, raising funds and 
.forms of control in vogue In the Ama- 
teur Athletic union, Intercollegiate as- 
sociations and 
individual 
colleges 


will be the subject of careful 
study. 


'Anderson will visit various parts of 
the country, attend national and inter- 
collegiate meets and 
Interview 
the 


leading athletic trainers of the United 
States before he returns to Russia. 


In a recent interview be stated that

RESULTS OF TESTS MADE 


TO DETERMINE PROFITS TO 


BE OBTAINED IFROM LANDS 


'.[SPECIAL TO TITE OAZBTTK] 


Columbia, Mo,, March 11.—The ag- 
ricultural experiment station of the 
University of Missouri has conducted 
a series of tests to determine 
the 
relative profits in farming fertile land 
,as compared with -land' less produc- 
tive. 
The tests were conducted in 
Johnson county, Missouri. The

port on them says in part: 
The farms were grouped according 
to crop yields. The average yield of 
corn on these farms that ran more 
than twenty per cent above the aver- 
age for all crops was 48%' bushels' per 
acre. The'average value of this land 
was $69.

GERMAN IRON TRADE IS 


IN A NORMAL CONDITION 


[BY ABSOCIATRD PREB8.1 


Berlin, March 11.—The German iron 
trade IB probably in a more nearly nor- 
mal position than any other industry. 
The figures ot -production of pig iron 
.for 1915, just published, show that the 
.monthly rate of production is now 
fully two-thirds of what it was in the 
months Just preceding the outbreak of 
hostilities. But as Germany had been 
exporting about one-third of its iron 
production during the peace times, it 
is evident that home consumption has 
remained practically unchanged. The 
total output for 1915 reached 11,790.000 
tons. This, was 2,600,000 tons less 
than for 1914 and 7,600,000 less than 
for the record year 1913, but it -was 
only about 20 per cent less than for the 
average of the five years previous to 
that. The monthly manufacture of 
steel, too, is only about 23 per cent. 
.less than the average just before the 
war. 


The iron trade would make an even 
better showing but for the fact that 
its supply of skilled workmen cannot 
be kept up to requirements; it has 
been found necessary to take on in- 
ferior labor, including prisoners of war 
from whatever source it could be ob- 
tained. There also is a lack of freight 
cars for moving forward ores to the 
furnaces and for shipping away the 
finished goods; and this is aggravated 
by a scarcity of hands also for loading 
and unloading the cars. The German 
furnaces have otherwise not been em- 
.barrassed by the lack of ores since 
the war began. Although somewhat 
more than one-third of their ores had 
been imported from abroad, the war 
tas not materially diminished the ar- 
rivals from, the two foreign countries 
which are the biggest ore-producers 
for German furnaces. These are Swe- 
den which supplied 
Germany with 
about 4,500,000 tons a year, and 
France which sent nearly 
4,000,000 
tons in 1913. As the principal ore
